Tbe Washington Post, an administra- 


tion paper differs materially from oar 
looai Bepnblioan statesmen, who say 
Mr. Banna baa burled the cotnag* ques- 
tion beneath hia nfteen-mllilon-dollar 
campaign fand, oommenting on a re- 
mark of the Baltimore American, that 
it seeins a little strange, but this coun- 
try hai not heard from William Jen- 
nings Bryan for some time. Oan it be 
that he at length realizes that the cause 
of free silver is dead?" 


The Pott says: "Oar Baltimore con- 


temporary is probably aware of the 
(act that William Jennings Bryan is an 
offloerin the volunteer army of the 
United States; tbat he has been in the 
service "for some time now," and that 
hie silence on political question., in- 
stead «f indicating a .belief "that the 
oaaae of free silver is dead,,' simply 
shows that be recognizes the proprie- 
ties of his position. 


"But while nothing is heard from 


Ool. Bryan on the silver issue, enough 
is beard from his intimate personal and 
political friends, and from some of the 
gold-standard advocates and organs, to 
make it very evident that the iaaue of 
'98 is neither defunct nor somnolent, 
bat a wide-awake and active force in 
politics. 
The Democratic party is 


omitting no opportunity to reaffirm the 
free coinage faith, and most of these 
reafflrmationa are accompanied by a 
declaration of loyalty to the old leader. 
Even in States where the regular Demo- 
crats are in a hopeless minority and 
where, by uniting the factione, they 
might have a good chance to win in the 
pending campaigns, they stand squarely 
•ad boldly by 16 to 1. 


"The simple truth is that the coinage 


question is the only national Issue now 
In sight for the next Presidential cam- 
paign. The hope that the war of '98 
would develop some great issue tbat 
would displace the currency question 
and prevent another battle of 
the 


standards has vanished. Disputes or 
soandals touching the business man- 
agement of the war cannot become 
national issues. 
They may be ex- 


ploited with some effect in the State 
and congressional campaigns of this 
year, but they will not divide parties 
nor influence votes in 1900. All the 
old issues except silver have been sent 
to the rear. That exception stays at 
the front. The Boston Advertiser, re- 
ferring to those who hold, with the 
Baltimore American, that "the cause of 
silver is dead," says: 'The notion that 
nothing will be said about free silver 
in the National Democratic platform of 
1900 comes in part from the idea that 
by ignoring this topic the party can be 
reunited. But it cannot. Tbe number 
of Democratic voters who would be 
repelled by such means is very much 
larger than the number who might pos- 
sibly be won back in that way.' 


"That is the truth. The gold faction 


of the Democracy has capital and 
newspapers quite out of proportion to 
its voting strength. Tbe States which 
regularly and reliably put up Demo- 
cratic majorities are for free coinage 
first, last, and all the time. Tbe States 
that are usually in the doubtful col- 
umn, but which went Republican in 
'96, could not be captured by the Demo- 
orate if that party, in the absence of 
any other great, dominating, inspiring 
issue, should drop the only vital tenet 
oat of its creed. 


"While Ool. Bryan is attending to 


bis military duties in camp we find bis 
cause marching on in the columns of 
the New York evening Post. That pa- 
per calls on the President to remove a 
member of bis cabinet in order to 
•vert the "terrible national mi_f ortune" 
of a Bryanlte majority in the next 
House. That is a possibility of the 
pending campaign. But if the next 
Congress should be Democratic in both 
Houses the finances of the nation could 
not be shaken. 
Free coinage bills 


might go through the House and Sen- 
•te, bat they oonW not get into the 
statute books. The result, however, 
would be an intensified fight in 1900 
on the issue of '96. 


•The Pott would be glad to join the 


Baltimore American in attending the 
free silver obsequies, but it cannot 
tend ita voice to the chorus that is 
sounding a dirge over * uve and very 
much animated subject. The oppo- 
nents: of free coinage would make a bet- 
ter use of their faculties in trying to 
defeat that cause, than they can in pre- 
maturely celebrating its death." 


lied leal Journal 8»y» it Demand* 


Special Attention. 


The care of the feet may not be a 


very attractive subject, bat in view of 
the prominence into which it has been 
drawn in connection with the efficiency 
of the army in the field, a medical 
journal deems it so important •• to de- 
mand the special attention of the pro* 
f esbion. One of the great difficulties 
in army campaigning is to keep the 
soldier's foot in a condition to stand 
the severest strain of marching. The 
hot, steamy foot is much more likely 
than the firm, but dry, foot to become 
sore, partly from mechanical causes 
connected with the sodden condition 
of its protective covering of epidermis, 
and partly from the fact that in such 
cases the akin, the stockings and the 
boots themselves become so highly 
charged with micro-organism that the 
slightest abrasion quickly becomes a 
sore. Among the remedies which have 
been found serviceable are salt and 
water, vinegar, spirits of wine; washing 
the feet and the shoes with perohlorlde 
of mercury, using carbolic lotions, and 
dusting the feet, stockings and shoes 
freely with boraclo acid powder. The 
f usspulver of the German army, which 
consists chiefly of salicylic acid and 
chromic acid, has a donble action, 
hardening the epidermis and probably 
checking perspiration, as well as oper- 
ating as a germicide. An excellent 
odorless powder for the same purpose 
is tannoforra, a compound of formal- 
dehyde with tannin. For keeping the 
feet in a wholesome condition, form- 
alin, alao, is highly commended; either 
as a two per cent solution for daily 
washing out the inside of the shoe, 
which is carefully dried afterward, or 
undiluted for application to the feet a 
few times at intervale of six hours. A 
few drops of the fluid are dropped into 
the shoes at the same time. This is 
said to prevent soreness and blistering, 
and other inconveniences for two or 
three weeks. While these methods are 
prescribed for the exceptional con- 
ditions of campaigning, they can be 
used with advantage in ordinary life. 
In connection with this, it may be well 
to note that one of the points insisted 
on by "complexion" doctors is scru- 
pulous cleanliness of the feet and a 
daily change of footwear.
